BRAVE NEW ENGLANDERS. 


A GALL AST CREW OF VOLUNTEER 
LIFE-SAVERS. 


T h eir Noble W o rk on th e M assa­ 
ch u setts Coast D u rin g the 
G reat Storm . 


[SPECIAL DISPATCH TO THE BECOP.D-CHIOS.] 


B o sto n , N ovem ber 26th.—T n e terrible 
effects of last n ig h t’s storm have been 
everyw here m anifest along th e coast to­ 
day. 
A lthough the loss of life already re­ 
ported is large, it w ould have been still 
greater but for th e brave efforts of C aptain 
Jo sh u a Jam es and his volunteer life-sav­ 
in g .crew of H u ll, w ho are credited w ith 
saving tw enty-eight persons from disabled 
vessels. 
O n S unday afternoon a 
large three- 
m asted vessel w ent broadsides on th e beach 
at H u ll. C aptain Jam es and his 
m en 
ru sh ed for the H u n t guu and th e buoy and 
lifeboat of 
th e M assachusetts H u m an e 
Society at Stoney Beach, and after strenuous 
efforts they succeeded in bringing ashore 
the crew of n in e m en from th e schooner, 
w hich proved to be th e Cox and G reene, 
from P hiladelphia for Chelsea w ith coal. 
T he vessel is now fast breaking up. 
AGAIN TO THE RESCUE. 
H ard ly had the band of rescuers com ­ 
pleted th eir w ork at this place, w hen 
an o th er vessel was discerned on the rocks 
about an eighth of a m ile up the beach, but 
fu rth er from th e shore th an th e other. 
I^prriedly rushing th eir apparatus to the 
m ost available location, they found that 
th e distance w as too great to allow th e use 
of th e breeches buoy, and the surfboat was 
quickly m anned. 
T he waves w ere trem en­ 
dous, and it was only after a hard and 
persistent struggle 
th a t th e vessel was 
reached, th eir boat tw ice sw am ping in the 
attem pt. 
T h e boat was at last brought un d er the 
vessel s bow and the crew of eight m en 
sw ung them selves into it. 
T he return to 
the shore was a perilous one, the boat tilling 
several tim es, but it was fiuallv throw n on 
th e beach am ong th e rocks bv a huge wave 
and entirely sm ashed. 


MORE WORK FOR THE BRAVE MEN. 
T h e volunteer life-savers continued th eir 
patrol of th e beach, and at daybreak sighted 
a th ird vessel ashore about a half-m ile 
northeast of A bbott. 
She could not be 
reached by th e breeches buoy, and as their 
surf-boat had been dem olished, th e tireless 
m en started for S traw berry H ill Station, 
four m iles aw ay, and returned w ith the 
H u m an e Society’s new boat. 
T his boat 
w ithstood th e huge breakers, and landed 
th e crew of seven m en. 
N ot satisfied w ith th e w ork already ac­ 
com plished, C aptain Jam es and his hand of 
tw elve started for A tlantic H ill, seven 
m iles dow n the beach, w here tw o m ore 
vessels w ere reported ashore. 
H ere they 
w ere joined by Captain Jam es A nderson, 
of th e H u m an e Society’s Station at Cres­ 
cent B each, and C aptain George H . B row n, 
of th e G overnm ent S tation at N orth Scitu- 
ate. 
T h eir effoits were directed to the res­ 
cue of five m en, w ho could be seen 


CLINGING TO THE RIGGING 
O i one of th e vessels. 
T he sea was ru n ­ 
n in g higher th an ever know n before at this 
point, and it wa3 thought to be im possible 
to reach the w reck w ith thesnrf-boat. 
T he 
H u n t guns were brought into use, and two 
lines were alm ost 
sim ultaneously fired 
across her foretop by C aptains A nderson 
and B row n. 
T he m en in the rigging eager­ 
ly seized th e line and the haw ser was pulled 
aboard, and, ju st as the buoy was about to 
be sent o u t the line becam e "fouled and the 
buov w as rendered useless. 
A t th is critical m om ent three young m en 
of Cohassett, nam ed A insie, A ntoin and 
Salvador, m anned a sm all dory, and at 
great peril attem pted to clear th e line. 
In 
inis they w ere unsuccessful. 
T he surf- 
boat was th e n p u t o u t on its th ird perilous 
jo u rn ey . 
T he w aves w ere enorm ous, at 
tim es lifting the boat as high as the m ain­ 
top oi th e disabled schooner, but 


THE BRAVE CREW NEVER FALTERED, 
A nd at last reached th e vessel s stern. 
As 
quick as they w ere w ithin hailing distance 
th e nearly.-exhausted seam an craw led out 
from beneath th e furled sail on the inizzen- 
top and cam e cautiously dow n the shrouds. 
C aptain Jam es threw his line, w hich he 
fastened around his body, juruoed in to the 
sea an d was rapidly draw n into th e boat by 
stro n g and w illing hands. 
A desperate attem pt was then m ade to 
force th e surf-boat forw ard to th e forem ast, 
bnt th e waves w ould heat it back, and for 
nearly an bo n r they struggled before they 
succeeded in reaching and holding th eir 
desired position. 
T he m en in the rigging 
w ere terribly exhausted, and it was a diffi­ 
cult undertaking for them to descend ; but, 
one after another, four o f them descended 
in safety, jum ped overboard and, like the 
first, were draw n into th e boat. 


A. CORPSE IN THE RIGGING. 
It was then discovered th a t th e fifth sailor 
in th e rigging was a corpse, and his bodv 
was left in its icy resting-place. 
T he surf­ 
boat headed for the shore, and a safe land­ 
ing was effected am id the cheers of th e 
spectators. 
W hen the storm struck th e vessel C aptain 
Falps and one seam an refused to go aloft, 
and they were 
sw ept overboard. 
T he 
others took to th e rigging, w here the Stew ­ 
ard, I. B row ns, of East Boston, being u n ­ 
able to w ithstand the cold, died early on 
Sunday m orning, and was laslied to the 
m ast by his com panions. 
If th e vessel 
rides out th e storm . a% now seem s likely, 
his body w ill probably be rem oved to ­ 
m orrow . 
A bout 1,000 feet northw est o f this boat, 
high and dry upon th e sandy beach, w ithin 
reaching distance of 
D am on’s P avilion, 
lies the three-m asted schooner M attie E aton, 
from Boston for Spain, w ith a general 
cargo. 
T he Captain and crew w ere in the 
rigging eight hours before she struck, but 
th ey succeeded in reaching th e shore in 
safety in th eir boat. 
S till another vessel was seen drifting 
about by the u n tirin g band of rescuers, and 
getting no response to th eir attem pts to 
place th e life-lines, th e vessel was boarded 
by th e gallant crew, b u t no one was on 
board. 
It was the brigantine A licie, ab an ­ 
doned. 
T he crew returned to th e shore 
and th eir noble w ork was done.

T he spray is flying higher over th e board 
w alk at th e low er end of th e city th an has 
ever been know n.

Above the city the sea has cut aw ay the 
beach from ten to fifteen feet. 
T he sight is 
a m agnificent one, and is w itnessed by al­ 
m ost th e en tire population of th e city. 
T he H alf-w ay H ouse, ju st w ithin th e city 
lim its, is a com plete w reck, and now lies 
flat upon the ground. 
T he board w alk, or boulevard, ow ned by 
th e city, extending from M ichigan avenue 
to Chelsea, is alm ost entirely carried aw ay. 
T he beach is strew n for m iles w ith debris. 
T he strong w ind had a clear sw eep at the 
w ater in the thoroughfare as it roiled to­ 
w ards B altic avenue this m orning in a 
m ost aiarm ing volum e. 
R esidents along 
th e greater part of the avenue were com ­ 
pelled to use boats to get aw ay from their 
flooded hom es. 


ON LONG ISLAND. 
M a n h a tta n B e a c h (L. I.), N ovem ber 
26th.—T h e tem pest reached its highest 
strength here at 1 p. m. to-day. 
T hen the 
tide was verv high, and th e breakers tre­ 
m endous, w ith a strong northw est w ind 
driving them on th e E splanade, w hich 
ru n s along th e w hole of th e M anhattan 
Beach C om pany’s property. 
A bout 750 
feet was throw n high in air and destroyed 
from one end to th e other.

L o n g B r a n c h , N ovem ber 26th —M any 
cottages have been underm iued andcarrieil 
out to sea by piecem eal. 
D uring this 
storm cottages aüd bulkheads have been 
torn aw ay, and the law ns of the su m m er­ 
houses of w ealthy New Y orkers have been 
sw ept 
into th e ocean. 
T he loss is from 
$150,000 to $300.000. 
E very bulkhead from 
Long B ranch to S eabrigbt has been torn 
out or badly dam aged. 
T he beach from Sandy H ook to B arnegat 
Bav is covered w ith debris and wreckage. 
T he Long B ranch ocean pier was d am ­ 
aged by th e heavy tim bers hurled against it 
by the surf. 
T bp bluff at Long B ranch has been 
heavily cut out in places. 
At P eal Beach 
the life-saving station is in danger. N early 
all th e cottagers lose th eir clothing, an d 
m any o f them th e sum m er-houses they had 
erected on th e bluff.

W a s h in g to n , N ovem ber 26th.—S uperin­ 
tendent K im ball, o f th e Life-Saving Serv­ 
ice, in his an n u al report for' the last fiscal 
year, reports 2,220 life-saving stations in 
operation at th e close of the year, 170 being 
on th e A tlantic, forty-four" on th e lakes, 
seventeen on the Pacific coast and one at 
th e Falls of th e O hio, Louisville, Ky. 
T he nu m b er of disasters to docum ented 
vessels w ithin th e scope of station oper­ 
ations during the year was 411. 
T here 
w ere on board these vessels 3,653 persons, 
of 
w hom only tw elve were lost. 
T he 
nu m b er o f 
ship-w recked 
persons 
w ho 
received 
succor 
at 
th e’ 
life - saving 
stations w as 743. 
T he estim ated value of 
th e vessels and cargoes involved in th e dis­ 
asters was $9.555,285. and of th e am ount 
$7,776,405 was saved. 
T he num ber of ves­ 
sels totally lost was 71. 
In addition to the 
docum ente ! vessels lost there were, during 
th e year, 133 casualities to sm aller craft, 
such as sail-boats. row-boats, etc., on w hich 
were 297 persons, five o f w hom were lost. 
T hirty-seven other persons, w ho had fallen 
from w harves and piers, were also saved 
by the life-saving crew s. 
F onr hundred 
and ninety-tw o vessels stranded du rin g the 
year, w ere worked off and piloted o u t of 
dangerous places, and besides this 229 ves­ 
sels in danger of stran d in g were w arned off 
by signals and saved from partial or total 
loss. 
T he w ork of th e year, as indicated bv the 
forgoing result». S uperintendent K im ball 
regards as th e best yet obtained since th e 
general extension of th e sea and lake coasts.

RESISTANCE 
OF ANARCHIST 
ING3. 
TEACH- 


Tlie fact that Anarchists assemble sev­ 
eral hundred children in Chicago weekly, 
as was telegraphed yesterday, and teach 
them that it is a duty to “stab the law”; 
that Johann Most is a prophet and seer; 
Spies, Parsons and Engle were martyrs, 
and that the American system of govern­ 
ment is cruel and tyrannous, and ou¿ht to 
be broken up, is very aggravating. The 
first impulse of the lover of American in­ 
stitutions is to demand that such teachings 
be prohibited, and such assemblages forbid­ 
den by law. 
But reflection for a moment 
brings to view the central principle upon 
which the whole system of the republic 
turns, the right to freely speak, write and 
print, subject only to liability for abuse in 
libeling and speaking and writing inde­ 
cently, etc. 
We submit to these teachings 
by the Anarchists, since with Erskine we 
must stand by the doctrine that the truth 
is the proper and sufficient antagonist of 
error, and because the substructure of the 
edifice of onr liberties rests upon the doc­ 
trine that in matters of speaking and writ­ 
ing there must not lie any prior restraint; 
that in a free government it is simply im­ 
possible. 
It was the clear conviction that 
the criminal laws for punishment of acts 
done must be sufficient, th;«t led to the first 
amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, declaring the right of free 
speech, which it was feared by the fathers 
was not 
sufficiently and 
affirmatively 
guarded up to that time. The Chicago 
Anarchists have the right to teach tlieir 
children in the home or iu groups, as in 
schools, that Parsons and Engle were heroes 
and martyrs, and that the theory and 
practice of the republic is error. They 
must lie met as is evil teaching always, by 
the truth, and by the encouragement of 
the patriotic sentiment, the exposure of 
the fallacy of the Anarchist doctrine, and 
by the cultivation of respect for the laws 
and its tribunals, and a lore for orderly 
and democratic forms of government. If 
the Anarchists attempt to subvert the 
government, to disturb the public peace or 
to interfere with the rights guaranteed to 
others, then the laws of the land are en­ 
tirely sufficient to interpose, to check and 
to punish them ; but they cannot with 
safety to republican institutions subject 
the right of speech to prior restraint. 


smokers are armed against yellow fever 
or cholera is not entitled, upon pres­ 
ent testimony, to much credit, if, indeed, 
any at all. The fact that in Florida few 
smokers were assailed by yellow fever may 
he a mere coincidence; or it may be that 
there were other causes operating to pro­ 
tect those who escaped ; or it may he ar­ 
gued that the proof is not sufficient that is 
based U[)on observation in a single season. 
The same is to be said of the claim for ex­ 
emption from cholera on behalf of operat­ 
ives in tobacco factories—plai nly, the cases 
are not proved. As tobacco acts upon the 
nerve centers disturbingly, and especially 
upon the brain; as it affects the digestive 
economy of the body seriously ; tls it is re­ 
sisted by nature in its normal attitudes, 
represented in human organism, it would 
be sounder rc-ason to conclude that as the 
use of tobaccco, as does that of liquor, dis­ 
turb normal conditions adversely, it pre­ 
disposes the body for reception of diseases. 
However this may be, the medical men of 
the day should look into the new claims 
for tobacco and let the world know just 
what statistics and observation prove in 
the matter, and whether the claims are 
not*he result of ignorance, or of cunning.

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AUSTRALIAN BALLOTING. 


The Knights of Labor in their National 
Convention, Saturday, passed a resolution 
favoring the Australian system of ballot­ 
ing at elections. That system is not nearly 
so good as that of California. The Aus­ 
tralian plan is to have all the names of all 
the candidates printed on one- ticket by 
the Government. The voter takes his bal­ 
lot into a booth where, alone, he strikes off 
those he does not wish voted. 
If he can­ 
not read, an official clerk—who is the only 
other person permitted iu the booth— 
strikes out the names for him. The elector 
then folds and deposits the ballot in the 
box in another room, in the presence of 
the judges. The system involves a regis­ 
tration of all who wish to become candi­ 
dates, up to a fixed time before election. 
It therefore shuts out eleventh-hour candi­ 
dates from the privilege of appearing on 
the ticket. 
It necessitates slow procedure 
in voting. 
The California system attains the de­ 
sired uniformity of ballots by the State 
directing what tint and size of paper shall 
be used, and in what type the names shall 
be printed. 
It goes so far as to furnish at 
cost the properly tinted paper. It secures 
secresy of the ballot by this uniformity of 
paper and type and by prohibiting marks 
of any kind upon the outside of the ballot. 
It conserves the right of the voter to bal­ 
lot undisturbed by prohibiting interfer­ 
ence with or remark to him witbin one 
hundred feet of the polls. The one point 
of superiority of the Australian system is 
that it permits the voter to put his ballot 
into the box; he thus literally casts his 
ballot, and no Judge or Inspector can ma­ 
nipulate or in any way handle it. 


T h e Fruit-Growers’Convention at Chico 
appointed a committee to agitate the idea, 
and carry out to execution the scheme of 
erecting a monument to the memory of 
Matthew Cooke. Let it be done, and well 
done. 
It is but justice, for the fruit-grow­ 
ers of California owe to Matthew Cooke a 
debt of gratitude they could, never pay, 
and now thje most they could do is to pile 
monumental stone in his honor as acknowl­ 
edgment before the world of his distin­ 
guished and unselfish service to the people. 
Before any other moved in the matter, he 
undertook to ascertain the best method of 
destroying the insect fruit {>ests, and he 
succeeded. 
In his researches he developed 
wonderful 
aptitude 
for the study of 
economic entomology. 
He explorer! the 
natural history of every insect that has 
assailed California viticulture and horti­ 
culture. He discovered remedies for the 
insect enemies of fruit and grape growing, 
and gave them to the people freely. 
He 
was led to his good work, it is true, by the 
incidental assault upon his business of mak­ 
ing fruit boxes, but that was more fortunate 
for the fruitgrowers than foi MatthewCooke. 
They profited immensely by his researches 
and his educational labors in their interest, 
but his devotion to the public led to the 
abandonment of his private business, and 
Mr. Cooke died poor where many another 
man would have coined his discoveries 
into moneyed wealth. Mr. Cooke was a 
philanthropist, a lover of his race, and was 
never happier than when contributing to 
the welfare of the community. 
Let his 
memory he honored by a monumental 
shaft in keeping with his high services 
ar.d with the wealth of the great industry 
for which he sacrificed so much. 


I t was probably the thought of some 
shrewd tobacconist to set afloat the story 
that smokers were comparatively exempt 
from vellow fever in Florida this season, 
ami that during the last epidemic of chol­ 
era in Spain the workers in tobacco fac­ 
tories escaped the disease, though as much 
exposed as any others.

effect that said opinion was written either 
without an examination of the briefs and 
transcripts filed herein, or upon an arbi­ 
trary statement of facts which were to said 
Commissioner known to be untrue, and 
charging indirectly that such facts thus 
falsified by sala Commissioner became the 
basis of the decision herein, through the 
negligence of other members of the Com­ 
mission and the members of this Court. 
“ It is ordered that James McM. Shafter, 
Charles H Parker and Frederick H. Water­ 
man, the individuals comprising the firm 
of 8hafter, Parker & Waterman, attorneys 
and counselors at law, appear before this 
Court at its Court room in the city of San 
Francisco, on the tenth day of December, 
1888, at 10 a . m , there and then to show 
cause why they and each of them should 
not be punished for contempt. It is further 
ordered thst a copy of this order be served 
bv the bailiff of tbis Court upon each of 
said attorneys at least five days prior to said 
tenth day of December, 1888.”

POLICE COUP.T. 


A L o n g 
C a le n d a r 
a n d S o m e C u rio u s 
C ase s D isp o se d of. 
There was a large crowd in attendance at 
the Police Court yesterday m orning, and 
the twelve cases on the calendar furnished 
some entertainm ent. The cases of A. Car­ 
dona and Joe Cardona, charged by Jam es 
8enatz with obstructing a sidewalk on 
Third street by m aintaining a bootblack 
stand, were set for hearing on W ednesday, 
when they will be tried before a jury. 
Grove L. Johnson oppears for the defend­ 
ants and E. C. H art for the prosecution, 
and the trial is likely to prove a very inter­ 
esting one. 
W hen the .case of H . Harding, charged 
with obtaining money under false pre­ 
tenses, was called it was found th at he had 
left the city. 
The City A ttorney stated 
that an officer had gone to Oakland to 
bring the defendant back, and the case was 
continued until to-morrow. T he Court de­ 
cided not to forfeit the deposit, as the 
money did not belong to the defendant, at 
the same time saying that the latter had 
acted in bad faith. 
George Fisher was tried on a charge of 
battery. Bertha Lander, a eirl 12 years of 
age, testified that Fisher caught her by the 
hair and slapped her face five tim es. 
W. 
F. Knox and Samuel Storms corroborated 
her statem ent. The defense, represented 
by Frank Estabrook, attem pted to show 
that on the day previous the girl had gone 
to defendant's house, where his wife was 
ill, and called her vile names and beat her 
over the head with a broomstick. 
W. A. 
Gett. who conduced the prosecution,stoutly 
resisted the introduction of this testimony, 
though adm itting that Mrs. Fisher would 
testify to it if she were present, and it was 
excluded. The Court held that even this 
provocation was not a defense to the charge 
of battery, and found the defendant guilty. 
He was ordered to appear tor sentence on 
Monday next. 
The charge of petit larceny against W aine 
B urris was dismissed on motion of C. T. 
Jones, who represented the prosecution. 
George Malusk was charged with battery 
and disturbing the peace. The battery 
charge was dismissed on account of the 
disappearance of W . G. W illiams, the prin­ 
cipal witness for the prosecution. 
An at­ 
tachm ent was issued for the arrest of W ill­ 
iams. 
M alusk was found guilty on the 
charge of disturbing the peace. 
John Mc­ 
Ginnis, who was arrested at the sam e time, 
was found guilty of the same offense. It 
appeared from the evidence th at the two 
vonng men got “crazy drank.” as officer 
F ranks expressed it, and created a disgrace­ 
ful disturbance. They broke glasses out of 
the iime house, ducked a Chinam an in a 
water trough and committed other depre­ 
dations. 
On account of the recommenda­ 
tion ot the officers the fines were made 
light. 
Malusk was fined $5 and McGinnis 
asked that his sentence be postponed until 
to-day. 
"Friday,’' alias “Moosey,” a half-witted 
Chinam an, pleaded 
guilty to being 
a 
vagrant. 
Peter McGanu was charged w ith being a 
vagrant and pleaded not guilty. H e wanted 
the attendance of some witnesses and had 
his case continued until to-day. 
John Miller* was tried on a charge of 
having stolen a boat from Nicholas Con­ 
nells. The complaining witness said that 
he would not give two-bits fcr the boat, but 
the (¡H'endant had taken the boat without 
his permission. 
He said he did not own 
the boat, but that it had been left in his 
charge by a man who was dead. The de­ 
fendant claimed that he bought the boat 
of a Mr. A. Schaden and paid him $12 50 
for it. Mr. Schaden claimed th at the boat 
was transferred to him by Benjam in Lein- 
baeb, who died, he thought, about three 
m onths ago, in paym ent of a debt. Con­ 
nells produced a paper purporting to be 
signed by Ben Leinbacb, authorizing him 
to take possession of the boat. H e claimed 
that Leinbach gave him the paper a year 
ago, but it was discovered that the paper 
was dated November!), 1888, sopie time 
after Leinbach died. The defendant Miller 
was discharged and the m atter will be 
further investigated to find out - here Con­ 
nells got the paper and who the boat really 
belongs to. 
S. W est pleaded guilty to being drunk, 
but as it was his first offense he was al­ 
lowed to go.

CITY TRUSTEES. 


An Appropriation For Printed Matter—A 
Long List of Complaints. 
The Board of City Trustees m et in regu­ 
lar session a t 10 A. m. yesterday, Mayor 
Gregory presiding, all the members pres­ 
ent. 
E. H . W illiams, Chief Engineer of the 
W ater Works, reported that during the 
past week the Holly pum p had been in use 
148 hours, and the C. P. pum p twenty- 
seven. The am ount of water pum ped was 
24,936.000 gallons. 


A NEW CITY MAP. 
Judge W. H. Beatty presented a m ap of 
the city of Sacramento, m ade by J. E. 
Grant. 
It shows the location of all the 
streets, railways, public 
squares, public 
buildings, churches, school buildings, de­ 
pots and m any business honses and private 
residences. 
Also the town of W ashington 
and the suburban additions to the city. 
Judge Beatty said he had exam ined it quite 
critically, and so far as he was able to judge 
it was correct in all its details. He asked 
the Board to exam ine it, and, if it m et with 
their approval, to adopt it as the official 
m ap cf the city. 
On moiion of Street Commissioner Ryan, 
the map was referred to City Engineer Bas­ 
sett, w ith instructions to report on the 
same at the next regular meeting. 


WANT 3 STREET IMPROVED. 
E. F. Aikin appeared before the Board as 
a committee of one representing the City 
and County Im provem ent Association, to 
ask that the Trustees put J street, from 
Fourteenth to Thirty-first streets, in order 
for w inter travel. 
He said the Association 
about one year ago had taken up the ques­ 
tion of street improvement, and through 
their efforts had secured the improvem ent 
of m any blocks, the prcpertv-owners along 
the streets giving in to what became popu­ 
lar opinion and paying for street work that 
had been postponed from year to year. 
Nearly all the travel fiorn the eastern and 
southeastern portion of the county came 
into the city by the way of J street. All 
the team s engaged in hauling gravel come 
in on that street. 
It is cut up badly, is full 
of chuck-holes, and if not repaired before 
the winter rains set in will be almost im ­ 
passable. 
It was thought best by the Asso­ 
ciation to bring the m atter before the Board 
and urge the necessity of repairing it at 
once for winter travel. 
Street Commissioner Ryan said the great 
trouble with J street was that the center of 
the street was lower than the sides, the 
water stood in pools during the rainy 
weather, and it was almost impossible to 
do much with it until it was rounded up 
and graded. Since he had been Commis­ 
sioner he had placed upon this street over 
1,200 loads of gravel. It is paved np to 
Fourteenth street, and should be paved to 
Twentieth. 
Judge Beatty said all the Im provem ent 
Association asked at this tim e was that a 
few loads of gravel be deposited here and 
there where most needed. As it is the 
principal street leading into the city, it 
should be looked after at as early a date as 
possible. 
Trustee W olf said this was not the proper 
season to grade and gravel. ’All that could 
b8 done at present was to patch it np for 
the winter travel. 
Mayor Gregory said that in the spring 
they would order J street rounded up and 
graveled from Fourteenth to Thirty-first 
street. 
Trustee Ryan said he would have the 
street repaired as m uch as possible for the 
winter travel. 


PET ITIO N FOR PR IN TED MATTER. 
C. W. Baker, Secretary of the Im prove­ 
m ent 
Association, appeared before the 
Board and stated that the railway company 
were fitting out two cars for a three m onths’ 
advertising trio through the Northwestern 
and New England States. 
He had learned 
that the trip would likely take six m onths. 
The cars would carry exhibits of California 
fruits and other products of her soil, and it 
was quite desirable to have printed matter 
to circulate at all points, which would give 
the people throughout the East some idea 
of Sacramento city and county, of her cli­ 
mate, fruitfulness and extensive resources. 
At this time the Association had nothing 
in the shape of literature, except some old 
Citrus Fair editions of local papers. A local 
printing firm was getting up a pam phlet 
descriptive of Sacramento city and county, 
and it they had sufficient encouragement, 
would get it out in time for the cars which 
go East, which will besóme time in the first 
week of December. The pam phlets would 
cost $100 per 1,000. The Im provem ent As­ 
sociation had purchased one thousand, and 
he thought the city could make no better 
investm ent than by assisting to the am ount 
of several hundred dollars. 
Mayor Gregory 
said 
he 
personally 
thought the Trustees* should assist, but in 
his opinion it was a m atter which more 
properly should go before the Board of Su­ 
pervisors. 
It waa a m atter thataffected the 
whole county, the 
agricultural portion 
more than the city. 
W ithout printed m at­ 
ter to accompany her exhibit Sacramento 
could not expect to receive that recogni­ 
tion at the hands of im m igrants that she 
would were they presented with printed 
m atter concerning our resources. 
Mr. Baker said the m atter would be 
brought to the attention of the Supervisors 
at their next meeting, and he felt confident 
that they would assist. 
After B o rn e further debate as to its neces­ 
sity, the Board, by a unanim ous vote, ap­ 
propriated $100 for that purpose. 


U T IL IZ IN G BURNS SLOUCH. 
Judge W . H . Beatty said there had been 
much complaint every sum m er from the 
stagnant water in the Thirty-first street 
canal, and anything that would tend to 
improve it would no doubt be in the in­ 
terest of the public health. Several indi­ 
viduals had said that by digging a canal 
through East Park they could secure a 
stream of water from Burns slough that 
would run the year round, and this of 
course would keep the Thirty-first street 
canal flushed and comparatively pure at all 
seasons of the year, Quite a clear running 
stream could be obtained in this way dar­ 
ing the driest season of the year from the 
lake and swatnp in the neighborhood of 
Sanborn’s well, and in the rear of the 
orchards of Mr. Aiken. 
H e thought this 
som ething that the Board should look into. 
Every dry season the canal became offen­ 
sive to the senses and deleterious to the 
health. 
Mayor Gregory said the canal proposi­ 
tion had been under consideration tor some 
weeks. 
A BUDGET OF REQUESTS. 
W illiam C. Farnsw orth and other citi­ 
zens from the eastn-n portion of the city 
appeared before the Board and asked that 
crossings be Dut in the streets at Twenty- 
second and N and Twenty-third and N, so 
that pupils could reach the school build­ 
ing without wading through the deep mud. 
Street Commissioner Ryan said he would 
attend to it and have them put dowu at 
once. 
Others petitioned for a sidewalk on the 
west side of Eleventh street, from R to S. 
Referred to the Street Commissioner. 
Osborn & Folger asked for the privilege 
of patting in hay scales in front of their 
warehouse at Fifth and I streets. The re­ 
quest was granted with the understanding 
that they were to leave the street in as good 
condition as they find it. 
Residents in the neighborhood of Seven­ 
teenth and Eighteenth, D and E, asked for 
an extension of the water main. Referred 
to Superintendent of the W ater W orks, 
Trustee Wolf. 
The sidewaik on the east side of T hir­ 
teenth street, between O and P, was re­ 
ported to be in a dilapidated and dangerous 
condition. 
Referred to the Sidewalk In ­ 
spector 
Another complaint was that the grade on 
Eifteenta street, L and M, was in bad 
order. 
Street Commissioner Ryan said 
this was facing State property and he had 
been assured by Stale Senator Dray that 
he would introduce a bill in the coming 
Legislature to appropriate monev for its im ­ 
provement. 
A hole was reported in the sewer at 
Twenty-first and D streets. 
Trustee Ryan said that Superintendent 
W right, of the Southern Pacific Company, 
had promised to gravel the Twelfth street 
crossing on the north levee. 
The crossing on the east side of Seven­ 
teenth and J was reported to be in a de­ 
moralized and extremely muddy condi­ 
tion. 
The citizens in 
the neighborhood of 
Eleventh and D streets petition for an elec­ 
tric light mast. 
Referred to the Street 
Commissioner. 
Charles Bum pus asked that the a’,*fey 
Fifteenth and Sixteenth. W and X, be 
opened. 
Referred to Trustee Ryan. 


OTHEE MATTERS. 
The Board received an invitation to be 
present at the unveiling of the General 
W inn m onum ent in the City Cemetery, 
Thursday. 
As General W inn was the first 
Mayor of Sacramento, the City Trustees, 
on motion of Mayor Gregory, accepted the 
invitation and wiil attend in a body. 
Several bids were opened for the con­ 
struction of a sewer in the alley G and H, 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets. The 
contract was awarded to W. C. Graff 
After allowing a large n utnbtr of bills 
the Board adjourned.

There were many 
difficulties in the way of the accomplish­ 
m ent of this result, and when the Califor­ 
nia League decided some weeks ago that a 
schedule could not be arranged for a five- 
league club and that a six-league club was 
out of the Question, everybody but Mr. 
Gillis gave up the fight and concluded that 
Sacramento m ust he left out again. But he 
would not give it up. 
He at once made 
propositions to Manager H arris of the 
Haverlvs and Manager Finn of the Pio­ 
neers, to buy out their franchises aud se­ 
cure a place for a Sacram ento club. 
Both 
m anagers held for high figures, the Pio­ 
neers being the most reasonable. 
Mr. Gillis then went to work among the 
lovers of the sport here and secured an 
am ount sufficient to purchase the franchise 
of the Pioneers, and yesterday the papers 
were signed and delivered making Sacra­ 
m ento a member of the California League, 
which wiil be composed of four clubs, one 
each from San Francisco, Oakland, Stock­ 
ton and Sacramento, each named after its 
home city. 
Mr. Giilis and W ilbur F. George have 
rented Snowflake Park, and intend to or­ 
ganize at once a club that will be a credit 
to the city. 
It is said that J. L. Quest, for­ 
m erly second baseman of the Chicago club, 
has alreauy been signed and will be the 
Manager, Captain and second baseman of 
the club. 
\Y m . M cLaughlin will be signed 
as catcher, and the nine will he made up of 
the best players that can be secured. 
Mr. Gillis states th at in order to get to­ 
gether a club that may hope to carry off 
the pennant next year outside aid will be 
necessary, but he thinks there will be little 
difficulty in securing the necessary funds. 
It has been decided to issue two series of 
season tickets, o re adm itting to the park 
and special stand, and the other to the 
(.ark only. 
It is expected that several 
hnndred of these can be sold and a fund 
thus raised 
to 
advance the necessary 
am ount to bring Eastern players here and 
start the enterprise successfully.
